19TH BIRTHDAY 


OF THE ARMISTICE 


F. D. R. Lays Wreath at 


Arlington—Madman Cre- 


ates Disturbance. 


(By The Associated Press). 


Men who fought in the last war 


and men who may fight in the 
next led the celebration of the 19th 
anniversary of the Armistice in 
many lands. 


In Arlington national cemetery 


President Roosevelt paid tribute 
to the nation's World war dead 
with the customary observance of 
two minutes of silence before the 
tomb of the unknown soldier. He 
stood bareheaded before the white 
marble tomb while an aide placed 
a wreath of 
white 
chrysanthe- 
mums and an army bugler sounded 
taps. 
The president made no speech 
but 
Daniel " J Doherty, national 
commander of the American Le- 
gion, said the memory qf the na- 
tion's World war dead could best 
be served by "the enthronement 
of an enduring peace." 
Assistant 
Secretary 
of 
War 
Louis Johnson, citing the warlike 
atmosphere of the world and the 
bloody 
conflicts in Spain 
and 


China, asked "Who can say in the 
midst of such international chaos 
that we may never again be called 
upon to defend ourselves?" 
In Paris the tramp of modern 


legions echoed around the Arch 
of Triumph as F r a n c e'a new 
armed forces joined with the sur- 
vivors of the armies of 20 years 
ago in celebrating the anniversary 
of the last war's end. 


In London and Brussels and 
other European capitals the new 
armies and the remnants of the 
old marched in ceremonious array. 


"All Is Hypocrisy." 


The London celebration was In- 


terrupted by the shout of & former 
asylum inmate who broke the two 
minutes of silence at the World 
war cenotaph where King George 
stood rigidly at attention. 
"All this Is hypocrisy," he cried. 


"You're deliberately preparing for 
war." 


In Brussels envoys of the United 
Slates, Britain, France and China 
to the conference on peace in the 
far east had what was described 
as a useful exchange of views but 
developed no concrete move toward 
ending hostilities. 
The Parisian celebration was 
pointed up by the action of an

39 years in time of peace. I 
am 
asking that on this day you send 
him back to his family and the 
community who believe in him.

ITALY JOINS THE PATROL 


Contributes 30 to 40 War- 


ships to Project. 


LONDON. (.T). Italy finally has 


joined 
the 
Mediterranean anti- 
piracy patiol. Italy has contrib- 
uted 30 to 40 warshi ps to the 
patrol against unidentified ships 
and planes which have attacked 
merchant shipping. Britain and 
France have had some 150 war- 
ships in the patiol for nearly two 
months under the accord, drafted 
at Nyon without Italian partici- 
pation. 
Italy at first declined to join 


the antipirate guard, irked by 
Kiissinn charges—vigorously 
de- 


nied by Italy—that Italian ships 
were responsible for pirate at- 
tacks; and because Italy was not 
given equality with other powers 
in the patrol. A compromise was 
effected by naval technicians con- 
ferring last month in Paris.

that a wrong- impression had been 
created by the statement in a 
North Platte dispatch to the effect 
that he had given no reason for 
hia resignation as a director of the 
Platte Valley public power and 
irrigation district, A. F. Buechler 
gave out the complete text of his 
letter

"Grand 
Island,

Harry Williams, president: There 
is herewith tendered to you and to 
the board, my resignation as a 
member of the board of directors 
of the Platte Valley public power 
and irrigation district to which I 
was first appointed by the gover- 
nor of the state and, in 1936, 
elected by the voters of the dis- 
trict. To these, who thus placed 
their confidence in me, I feel obli- 
gated to explain why I regard the 
step I am taking- as unavoidable. 
"Among- several very good rea- 


sons the immediate and predomi- 
nating1 one is thaty as I view mat- 
ters, the federal government 
is 


now, and always has 
been, at- 
tempting to take practically com- 
plete control not only of our dis- 
trict but especially of the waters 
of the entire Platte valley to con- 
tinue to hold the office of director 
would, therefore, be to continue a 
grave responsibility to the voters 
of the district with practically no 
authority of action to meet that 
responsibility as deliberate and sin- 
cere judgment, from time'to time, 
might dictate.

Nineteen Years Ago, Lincoln and 


Suburbs Had Biggest and Noisiest 


Celebration in History of City 


Nineteen years ago today, Lin- 
coln burst the shackles of solem- 
nity imposed by war and erupted 
into the most spectacular and ex- 
citing celebration the city has ever 
witnessed. Judging by reports in 
The Journal files of that period, 
celebration of the armistice was 
bounded only by the energy and 
ingenuity i of the celebrants. 
Said The Journal the following 
morning: "At 2 a. m., except for 
telegraph operators who were be- 
ginning to flash the news over the 
sleeping country, everything was 
quiet. By 2 p. m. there had sprung, 
full armed, from the resident and 
shop districts and from the neigh- 
boring: towns, the largest, noisiest 
parade and the largest, happiest 
crowd to watch it that Lincoln has 
ever seen. 
All Lincoln was divided 
into 


those who paraded and those who 
watched. The marchers were six 
to ten abreast and walked at a 
lively gait, the parade took almost 
two hours to pass a given point. 
People from nearby towns, includ- 
ing 
Davey, 
Raymond, 
College 
View and University Place, came 
in to help celebrate. Havelock peo- 
ple, especially, descended in full 
force. 
Their 
enthusiasm 
un- 
dimmed by celebration of the false 
armistice a few days before, the 
men and women from the Bur- 
lington shops formed one of the 
most clamorous sections of the 
parade." 


There were "numerous novel de- 
vices for rending the atmosphere." 
Included were locomotive bells 
rigged on trucks and "a great

In Complete Rout—Johnston 


Snipes Target for Jap- 


anese Fire. 


LONDON. (UP). If Japanese 
forces attack the international 
settlement in Shanghai, the Brit- 
ish will open fire immediately, it 
was stated in connection with re- 
ports of threats by Japanese Gen. 
Iwane Matsui to "take steps." 
SHANGHAI. 
(UPj. Japanese 
authorities said that the main Chi- 
nese army, in complete rout, was 
fleeing westward all along- the 
Shanghai front. 
Driving1 on the remnants of 
"suicide" squad men left in the 
outlying parts of the city, the 
Japanese announced that it was upf 
to Generalissimo Chiang- Kai-Shek, 
China's 
leader, 
whether 
they 
marched on to Lake Nanking, the 
national capital. 


Pembroke Stephens, correspond- 
ent for the London Daily Tele- 
graph, was killed and two French- 
men were wounded seriously by 
Japanese machine gun bullets as 
the Japanese hemmed in "suicide 
men" in the Nantao district bor- 
dering the French concession. 
Japanese landed shock troops in 
the Pootung section across the 
river and sought to land men in 
Nantao from the waterfront. 
At the southwest corner of the 
French concession, Japanese sol- 
diers, one by one, ran under direct 
machine gain fire across a bridge 
over the creek. Now they had the 
Chinese 
remnants to the east, 
along the south side of the French 
concession, in a death trap. 


Johnston Snipes, of the United 
Press staff, formerly of Lincoln, 
stationed on the roof of a power 
house at the southwest boundary 
of the concession, saw 100 Chinese 
soldiers, dirty, bloody, holding- off 
the Japanese. 
A dozen Chinese 


machine gunners, in a blockhouse, 
stood like automatons, raking the 
Japanese advance squads. 
Japanese fire turned toward the 
power house in which the United 
Press correspondent, correspond- 
ent Stephens of the London Dally 
Telegraph and a handful of others 
were observing the fight. Bullets 
began to 
spatter 
against 
the 


building.

IN ITS PROGRAM 


Day of Mingled Sorrow and, 


Fun Marks Anniversary 
j 


of War's End. 
; 


On a day so mild that it must 
have been typical of the lull on the 
Western front when the roar of 
battle ceased on Nov. 11. 1918, 
Lincoln Thursday paid its respect 
to the World war dead, and cele- 
brated its 19th annual Armistice 
day. At its ceremonial at 11 o'clocS 
which opened the Armistice day 
program, under a cloudless sky, 
at llth and O streets, taps wera 
sounded for those who gave their 
lives for their country. 


At 11:05 a. m. James L. Brown, 
a member of the Lancaster County 
Bar association and former com- 
mander of the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, broadcast a 
speech 
over 
KFOR, on "The New American." 
At 2 p. m. the patriotic socieitiea 
of Lincoln staged the annual pa- 
rade and the day's program was 
scheduled to wind up with the an- 
nual Veterans day feed and enter- 
tainment for ex-service men at the 
4-H club building 
at 
the 
fair 
grounds. Between 600 and 700 ser- 
vice men are expected to attend 
the stag party, where the somber 
memories of the World war will 
for the moment be laid aside. 


Many Spectators. 


Large crowds were gathered at 
the four corners of llth and O 
street when the morning: parada 
marched from 14th and N street, 
up 10th, then west to O street and 
came to attention between 10th 
and llth streets on O. The pareda 
washed by two motorcycle police- 
men, followed by the firing equad 
of eight men from Company I, 
131th infantry, Nebraska National 
guard, commanded by Lieutenant 
Foster Weyand.

GREEN DOUBTS ANNUAL 


BUILDING WAGE GOOD 


Confers With President on 


Wage-Hour Legislation, 


Other Matters. 


WASHINGTON. 
(,T). William 
Green, president of the American 
federation 
of 
labor, 
expressed 
doubt about the workability of an 
annual wage for building trades 
mechanics. 
He said 
President 
Roosevelt felt such a proposition 
was worthy of consideration. 


The labor leader conferred with 
the president at the white house. 
During the conversation 
green, 
outlined the action taken by the 
recent A. F. of L. convention in 
criticizing the national labor re- 
lations board and said he would 
pi'epare a detailed statement ot 
cases for the president's later con- 
aid erati on. 


Green and Mr. Roosevelt also 
discussed 
wage-hour 
legislation. 
Green said that while no commit- 
ments were made, he told the chief 
executive there was "strong senti- 
ment" in the A. P. of L. for th« 
principle of fixing minimum wages 
and maximum hours by statute 
rather than by a federal board. 


As for an annual wage for the 


building trades, the 
labor 
chief 


said: "I am not sure it could be 
made practicable and workable. 
There is much merit In the pro- 
posal, but many difficulties are in 
the way. 


"A contractor as a rule cm- 
ploys men for a single job. The 
quest ion is how is a contractor 
going to anticipate jobs for the 
whole year."

MORGENTHAU SPEECH 


CALLED CONSTRUCTIVE 


Lawrence Says Secretary's 


Address Ma^ fie Only 


Trial Balloon. 


BY DAVID'LAWRENCE. 


WASHINGTON. (Copyright). 


About the most constructive and 
most useful speech that has been 
delivered within the whole period 
of the new deal has just come from 
Secy. Morgenthau. 


If President Roosevelt were to 


carry out the program outlined by 
Mr^ Morgenthau and if congress 
were to co-operate also, there 
would be no need for apprehension 
about the preservation of Indivi- 
dual Initiative or the' economic 
system that has built America. 


Mr. Morgenthau quite naturally 
defends the $14,000.000,000 deficit 
incurred by the new deal and con- 
cedes that "there 
was 
some 
waste," but he forthrightly states 
that the administration "deliber- 
ately" engaged in "deficit spend- 
ing" to bring about recovery and 
that today there must be an end 
to that type of government activ- 
ity. 


Perhaps the most vital and sig- 


nificant statement made by the 
secretary* apart from t\\a whole- 
some and refreshing declaration of 
principles that should govern re- 
duction of expenses and revision 
of our tax laws, was this comment 
which goes to the 
root of 
the 
American system of private enter- 
prise: 


Want Baalncns Expansion. 


"The basic netd today Is to foster the 


full application of the driving force of 
private capital 
We want iu see capital 


Co Into the productive channels ot private 
Industry. 
W« want to see private busi- 
ness expand 
We believe that much ot 
tho remaining unemployment will disap- 
pear as private capital funds are increas- 
ingly employ en 
in 
productive 
enterprise. 
We believe that one of the mosr impor 
tant ways of achieving these ends at this 
time Is to continue progress toward 
a 
balance of the federal budget " 


Just as fundamental and pene- 
trating was 
Mr. Morgenthau's 


carefully phrased statement on the 
principles of taxation, something 
that should be taken to heart by 
congress, especially 
those who 


write tax programs irrespective of 
what the resultant effect is on the 
whole economic structure. 
Said 
the secretary of the treasury: 


"We do not winn to impose levies which 
tend to dry

enue 
The laws should be so written and 
administered that l he taxpayer can con- 
tinue to make a reasonable profit with a 
minimum of

In carrying out the purposes 
and.

•plrft of the tax laws ' 


In the foregoing! pronouncement 


la the key to a sound tax- revision. 
The Importance of giving business 
every incentive to create jobs and 
giving the Investor every stimulus 
to put his savings into productive 
enterprise 
cannot 
be overesti- 


mated. Mr. Morgenthau has out- 
lined the true basis of a good tax 
program^ . ' 


bit regard Sound Principles. 


'There' are ~ other things which1 
the government must do and other 
things on which it would be inter- 
esting to hear the views of admin- 
istration spokesmen, as, for in- 
stance, how prices can be kept 
down when arbitrary forces within 
the economic system — both 
em- 
ployers and employes — disregard 
the sound economic principles that 
should govern a democratic eco- 
nomy. Also It would be interest- 
Ing to aee whether the administra- 
tion takes Mr, Morgenthau's ad- 
vice about "excessive drains" on 
the treasury for farm subsidies 
There" ia much in the Morgenthau 
address that might well occasion 
surprise.

Another reason for 
hope that congress may some day 
again gain its rightful status as 
the legislative branch of govern- 
ment.

Estimates of the 
corn crop 


continue to mount, to the anxiety 
of the administration. The larg- 
est crop since 1932 is forecast in 
spite of the drouth in states like 
Nebraska and the administration, 
if it is to do anything at all, must 
get into action quickly. Plans are 
being considered and the mount- 
ing ciop report stimulates the 
necessity for action. 


Gov. Davey of Ohio says that 


John L. Lewis broke the steel 
strike himself. The governor says 
thnt when Lewis could no longer 
mnke use of violence, intimidation 
and bloodshed, his only weapons 
for n strike victory were gone. 
That is a haid thing for anyone to 
sny about any labor leader, but it 
will be recalled that Gov. Davey 
had 
himself 
been 
accused of 


breaking the steel strike. He 
denies that emphatically. 


The trailer home is a fire trap. 


Three babies burned to death in 
a trailer in a Colorado town. The 
mother, \\ ho was absent when the 
fire started, returned and was ser- 
iously burned in tiying to rescue 
her children. The fire risk is an- 
other indictment that can be hung 
on the trailer, along with the ob- 
jection that it is unsanitary. The 
trailer should not be permitted 
where It adds to fire, health or 
accident risks. 


Tom Mooney doesn't seem to 


have made much progress in pro- 
moting amicable relations with the 
supreme court of California. Still 
there are many who honestly be- 
lieve that Mooney was innocent of 
the charge on which he was con- 
victed, regardless of action by 
California's court and its citation 
of an irrelevant reason for its re- 
fusal to permit him an appeal. 
The question was whether Mooney 
was guilty, not whether he is hos- 
tile to this government. He was 
not tried on the charge of hos- 
tility to Ihis government. 


Missouri is having the trouble 


of other states In enforcing its 
drivers license law. Many drivers 
in that state have not taken out 
licenses and the authorities are 
now talking about deadlines and 
prosecutions. Maybe a little action 
ond less talk would hav« the de- 
alrcd effect. Of course many may 
not bo familiar with the law and 
it will take some time to acquaint 
all with what the law requires. 
Missouri is not alonf In this mat- 
tor. There are many driven in 
Nebraska who have not secured 
new license*.

TnU dif- 
ference of opinion threaten* the 
midterm convention tout doe* not 
endanger the solidarity of the 
party. Even tho the Hoover plan ia 
not adopted, Mr. Hoover can he de- 
pended upon to support the party. 


THE FARMER'S INTEREST. 
While many farm leaders admit 


that the conditions of agricultural 
workers In the south need the at- 
tention of government, they are re- 
luctant to lend support to the 
wages and hour* bill that the 
president announces he will insist 
upon congress' adopting. Farmer* 
•of Nebraska and other northern 
states will have to pay higher 
wages and employ more help if the 
bill goes thru In its original form. 
At the same time he will have to 
help foot the increased coat of the 
goods /that he buys from industry 
because industry will have to In- 
crease its labor costs. These are 
phases of this measure that farm- 
ers would do well to study. 


This i* the first direct Isolated 


attempt of the government to reg- 
ulate wages. Its purpose i* benign; 
it is to give higher wage* and 
greater purchasing power to those 
Ln the lower levels of wage-earn- 
ing. It* achievement* may be dls- 
antroufi. It is the opening wedge 
for 
government 
control of all 


wages, and If the history of the 
movement in Europe is any guide 
It will mean the eventual leveling 
down of actual wages. It must al- 
ways be remembered that actual 
wages are represented In purchas- 
ing power, and the higher the level 
the higher, the cost of trie goods 
for which labor is exchanged. An 
increase of wages does not help 


worker if at the same time do- 


ing so increases the cost of goods 
in proportion. The only thing that 
can intervene to prevent that' sit- 
uation is increase in unit produc- 
tion of workers. 


The government's own figures 


show that wages Increased 11 per- 
cent a* between 19SH and 1937, but 
:hat incomes increased on the av- 
rage less than 2 percent. This Is 
another phase that needs to be 
studied. The reason is that incomes 
are proportionate to the average 
marketable 
output 
value* per 


worker, the economist's way' of 
saying that incomes are propor- 
tionate to production of the work- 
ers. Reducing the hours worked re- 
duces the value of a man's output. 


NRA was an attempt along 


similar lines. It sought to pres- 
cribe wages in industry for those 
then at work and thus increase 
purchasing power. The figures 
show that the purchasing power 
of workers shrank an eighth when 
the dollar income was matched 
with the scale of prices of goods 
which the. worker purchased. 


BRAZIL GOES FASCIST. 


President Getullo Vargas has as- 


sumed dictatorial power* over the 
sovereign state of Brazil for an In- 
definite period. The parliament has 
been dissolved. The constitutional 
rights of the people, long 
sus- 


pended, are to be restored only in 
a measure by a constitution which 
the new dictator himself 
has 


drafted. 


As far as constitutional rights 


are concerned, the people of Brazil 
are still without them. As long as 
they have no representation in the 
government, no voice in the selec- 
tion of officials, and nothing to say 
about the constitution by which 
they are governed, they actually 
have no rights whatsoever. 


The trend of affairs in Brazil 


toward fascism has been noted for 
a long time. Brazil has been in a 
state of economic and political 
chaos for several years. Brazil's 
troubles with coffee have contri- 
buted much to her other difficul- 
ties. 
The price of coffee 
has 


been low ever since the world 
depression began and Brazil has 
tried several devices to force the 
price up. All have failed and all 
have been costly. Meanwhile cof- 
fee production elsewhere has In- 
creased and the sales of the Bra- 
zilian product have slumped from 
25 million to about 15 million bags 
annually. Efforts to hold the price 
up by means of export taxes, the 
dumping of coffee in the ocean and 
the burning of harvested coffee 
have proved fruitless and expen- 
sive. Much the same sort of eco- 
nomic difficulties have plagued the 
catUo producers of Brazil. 


As a result of economic pres- 


sure, the political situation has 
been unsettled. The president has 
been fearful 
of public opinion. 


Anxious to perpetuate himself in 
office he has used force in an in- 
discreet manner. He managed to 
suspend constitutional rights some 
time ago and only restored them 
to suspend them again. This sec- 
ond suspension has been followed 
by a coup In which President Var- 
gas 
made himself dictator of 


Brull. 


The new dictator has used the 


red scare effectively in Brazil. Ha 
ha* been fighting communists for 
months, resorting to military law 
In order to carry on the fight 
which no one considered very se- 
rloua, except the president, 
On- 


ta Me* tbe public at the 


January election*, the president 
ha* chosen an effective device for 
keeping to* power he now wield*. 


Brazilian official* 
deny that 


there I* any connection between 
the development* in Braxil and the 
•preadinf fascist front in Europe. 
No megtion i* made of the activi- 
ties of German agents working to 
develop a *ympathettc political sit 
uation in Brazil. Berlin papers do 
not hesitate, however, to congratu- 
late the Brazilian government on 
making a move which, whether or 
not Germany had a hand in it, 
promises the fascists a commercial 
ally in the western hemisphere. 


WHO WANTS WAKT 


What one public educational, to 


stitution went thru and endured in 
war times i* well shown in the 
Daily Nebraskan's Armistice day 
number. The relation of that war 
fever story is sufficient to prove 
that few of the present generation 
would care to repeat such 
an 


experience. 


In a summary it is pointed out 


that 65 percent of the senior males 
of the University of Nebraska had 
gone from classes to army; that 
Mortar Board members were hold- 
Ing daily meetings to knit sweater* 
for the soldiers; that 200 war re- 
cruits, quartered in the then In- 
complete social science building, 
were ill with the flu; that the 
editor of the school paper had 
written that students who did not 
join" in the preparedness day pa- 
rade were "dirty, yellow cowards," 
and that seventeen university pro- 
fessors had been on trial before the 
board of regents on charges of 
"luke warm" Americanism;^ 25 or 
more university men had died in 
action and a much larger number 
had sustained wounds; the~~total 
Loss from all causes was about 
100 dead. The entire plant of the 


school had been tendered to the 


government for war use. 
Chan- 


cellor Avery had enlisted, along 
with many members of the faculty. 


That was war! Does the nation 


want it repeated? Does the man- 
agement of the university care 
to face that stress and strain and 
lysteria again? Few want war. 
If the majority of the American 
people look at the matter sanely 
and plan intelligently they may 


able to avoid war. 


FOOTNOTES. 


When a leaf releases its hold 


on the branch from which it has 
iiung since it burst from its bud 
last spring and floats gently to the 
ground the natural assumption is 
Jiat it has dried up and broken off, 
writes Paul Davey in the Wash- 
ington Star. 
If you will pick it up, however, 
you will find that the end of its 
stem shows no break. It is a 
smooth surface and shows no sign 
of ever having been attached to 
anything. Had you pulled that 
same leaf from its branch in the 
growing season it would, have 
been so tightly attached that a 
shred of bark -would have been 
pulled off with it, and the end o£ 
the leaf stem would have been 
rnoist, like an open wound in a 
branch. 
The phenomenon of a falling 
leaf is one of the most interesting 
of all nature's wonderful plan- 
ning. 


During the growing season the 
leaf is toe food factory. To it are 
carried the soluble foods drawn 


from the earth. From it are 
distributed those foods after sun- 
light has worked the chemical 
changes which make them diges- 
tible to the tree. Tiny passages 
lead from the leaf stem to the 
twig or branch to which it hangs, 
and thru these passages the raw 
food passes to the leaf and the 
prepared food passes out of the 
leaf on its way to feed the tree. 


If you could examine the grow- 
ing leaf under a strong micro- 
scope in the growing season, you 
would see that at the point where 
the leaf stem is attached to the 
tree there are thin plates of a 
different material than the rest of 
the stem. «As the season ad- 
vances these plates change their 
character, becoming corky, altho 
still adhering closely. 


But when the season comes 
when the 
food 
manufacturing 


functions of the leaf no longer 
work these plates become harder, 
the openings thru which the food 
supply and sap have passed close, 
and finally the plates, one attached 
to the leaf stem and one to the 
twig or branch to which it has 
hung, dry out so much that they 
no longer hold. 


When that time comes they 
separate, the leaf floats to the 
ground with the end of its stem 
as clean and dry as tho it had 
never been attached to anything, 
and the twig or branch shows a 
tiny, smooth scar which will not 
permit any loss of sap. 


There is the same definite plan 
for the dropping of fruit or nuts. 
The ripened apple which falls 
leaves no wound on the branch to 
which its stem was attached, be- 
cause stem and branch had their 
separating plates. 
The ripened 
nut is prepared for severance 
from the tree in the same manner. 
Of course, a high wind or other 
force may separate many leaves 
from branches before their time 
is fully come, but if a deciduous 
tree could be protected entirely 
from wind its leaves would all 
fall just the same. 


A newspaper writer urges that 
all labor saving machinery on the 
farm and in the factories be heav- 
ily taxed, so that there will be 
more Incentive to use manpower 
Instead of machinery. The yearn- 
ing of some new dealers for the 
horse and buggy days is Toeing 
emphasized, no matter how much 
the term may be used In derision. 
With employment falling off every 
scheme to keep men at work is 
being reconsidered and discussed. 
To tax machinery making and ma- 
chinery us* might not greatly aid 
in putting men on job*. 


MURE OR LESS PERSONAL. 


It ought not to be necessary to 
hire a policeman to spend ful 
tune at relief headquarters. 
It 
ought not to be necessary to main- 
tain *n officer at the headquarters 
at any time. If the police will 
answer calls promptly, a suffi- 
cient force can reach relief head- 
quarters within two or three min- 
ute* after the call is made. 
11 
there is real need for relief, and 
there is undoubtedly in many 
cases, money ought not to be 
wasted in hiring policemen. 
II 
the money must be used it should 
be used for relief purposes. The 
relief headquarters are within the 
city and any breach of the peace 
should receive the immediate and 
instant attention of the police 
That is far different from main- 
taining an officer at the door 
every day of the relief week. 


It is true that serious trouble 
has" happened ot relief he.adquar- 
ters in a number of cities. In 
almost every instance, the trouble 
maker was one who had been re- 
fused relief. It is probable that 
the refusal in each instance was 
made on sufficient grounds. 
Dis- 
tribution of relief, whether by a 
public agency or a private agency, 
is a work of charity. Applicants 
have no vested right in funds that 
are used for that purpose. They 
are supplied with necessities of 
life when they are unable to 
maintain themselves. It may be 
a hard thing to say, but the spirit 
of some applicants for relief is not 
a commendable one. 


Before Fred Eisler succeeded, 
after 20 years' effort, in getting 
the legislature to create a state 
compensation court of 3 members, 
supported by taxes on insurance 
companies, the state labor com- 
missioner was ex-officio compen- 
sation commissioner without extra 
salary. In those days it was 
alleged that claimants ^for com- 
pensation needed no attorney to 
appear for them before the com- 
pensation. commissioner. Now the 
compensation court is notified by 
the state bar association that no 
one except a licensed attorney is 
permitted by law to practice be- 
fore 
the 
compensation 
court. 
F. M. Coffey, presiding judge of 
this court, has replied that the 
law against laymen practicing law 
will be enforced but that any lay- 
man may appear under the law as 
his own attorney. 
Coffey goes 
further and tells the state bar 
association that it ought to clean 
up some things from its own door- 
step. For instance, the taking of 
large fees from lump sum, com- 
pensation awards. 


'I know of a case," said Judge 
Coffey, "where an award of $780 
to 
an 
injured 
employe 
was 
appealed from the compensation 
court and the award affirmed by 
the district court and a draft for 
the amount was paid into the 
clerk of the district court. Attor- 
neys for the employe obtained the 
draft, sent the claimant a letter 
notifying him that there had been 
deducted $50 for attorneys' ex- 
pense, $50 for a transcript of a 
deposition, $25 for medical exam- 
ination, $200 for testimony of an 
expert witness, and after taking 
out fees for themselves the attor- 
S?8? toned over to the employe 
$179 out of the $780. It seems to 
me that this indicates that the 
attorneys were really more in- 
jured than the injured employe. 
They must have suffered mental 
anguish at least." 


The attorney general has gal- 
lantly come to the rescue of State 
Treasurer Jensen, who was em- 
barrassed by a lack of 
general 


fund riches, and advises him tha£ 
the million plus of special gaso- 
line taxes are a part of this fund 
which may be freely drawn upon 
to pay any warrants presented. 
This avoids the necessity of reg- 
istration. The legislature appro- 
priated this special gasoline tax 
fund to the general fund and then 
appropriated the full amount to 
the old age assistance fund. The 
attorney general holds that this 
did not earmark it to the extent 
of making it unavalible to pay any 
other general fund demands any 
more than appropriating money 
for any state department a spe- 
cific sum out of the general fund. 


Mr. Jensen is reluctant to be 
rescued in the manner prescribed 
by the attorney general. With an 
eye on his responsibility on his 
bond he wants to be assured that 
in using the money he is not vio- 
lating the court order upon him 
to transfer the money to the state 
old age assistance fund, which the 
attorney general says Is a part of 
the general fund liko all similar 
appropriations. 


The litigation In which 
the 
Royal Highlanders have become 
involved is likely to result in a 
determination of how far the state 
may go in directing the manage- 
ment of life insurance companies.

Southern California and Florida 
have winter climate* In which sub- 
ject* of chronic bronchitis live with 
the greatest comfort. 
For tha 
matter, Southern California has 
summer, spring and autumn cli 
mate where anybody can live with 
the greatest comfort. 
Oliver Wendell Holmes regardec 
chronic bronchitis as' a slight ail< 
ment that promote* longevity 
Chronic bronchitis never kills any 
body, and in »ome instances it 
seems to be the very thing needed 
to make the subject obey the rules 
of hygiene which more vigoroui 
folk are inclined to flout—unti 
they find they are wearing ou 
prematurely. So, if you have win- 
ter cough you had better take good 
care of it if you want to live be- 
yond the allotted three score and 
ten. 


As for woolen undies, they're all 
right if you are a timber cruiser 
or an ice harvester or a postman 
or a farmer. Such excessive cloth- 
ing would be all wrong for a house- 
wife or a househusband or for any 
one who spends most of the time 
indoors and only enough time out- 
doors to hurry from shelter to 
shelter. For the majority of folk, 
bronchial trouble or no bronchia] 
trouble, light cotton underwear Is 
most comfortable and most health- 
ful, with whatever outer clothing, 
coats, hats, overshoes, gloves, and 
the' like the weather and their 
whims may indicate when they eo 
out. 


One subject to chronic winter 
cough or to "catarrh"—whatever 
ailments this meaningless terra 
masks—or to sinusitis should wear 
stockings.of the same weight and 
material as the underclothing. In- 
deed, It is more important to keep 
the feet comfortable or aa com- 
fortable as possible In the many 
sudden changes of temperature to 
which one is exposed in going in 
and out of heated environment 
many times a day, than it is to 
keep the rest of the body com- 
fortable. 
Reflex vakomotor con- 
trol depends on the feet (and to a 
degree on the hands). 


Not that cold feet or wet feet 
or cold weather or exposure to cold 
has'anything to do with the cause 
of bronchitis. If it did, none of us 
could escape it. But if you already 
!iave some chronic trouble of the 
sort you must be more particular, 
perhaps more cranky about these 
environmental factors than a nor- 
mal individual has to be, in order 
to get along a* comfortably as 
possible and with the minimum of 
trouble from your ailment.

THE PUBLIC MIND. 


Discussion of High Prices and a 
Restricted Buying Power and 
Their Effects. 
CURTIS.—We have been hear- 
ng much about business gains and 
the re-establishment of prosperity 
since 1933. The truth is that we 
lave moved farther from prosper- 
ity since then and we are moving 
downward each year at an accele- 
rated pace. Why? Because the 
country and our brain trusters and 
economic professors are all follow- 
ing a fallacy in reasoning. 
That 
fallacy is this: "The buying power 
)f the country Is increased by rais- 
ing wages." However, no harm 
would be done If the earnings of 
the different classes were kept at 
a parity. 


The railroads recently raised 
their wages but they only have a 
certain amount of money available 
'or wages, and so 20,000 men were 
aid off.. That causes no increase 
n buying power. Gasoline dealers 
tell us that an increase In price 
means reduced sales. 
Auto tire 
salesmen tell us that a raise in 
jrices reduces their sales. 
Old 
ires are patched more and worn 
iiinner so again there is reduced 
employment. 
Only 
a 
certain 
amount of money is available for 
roads and bridges; but when the 
cost of road labor and bridges goes 
up there must be a correspondent 
reduction In employment. 
The farmers of the U. S. can 
spend only a certain amount of 
noney for machinery and since 
Jie price of machinery has risen 
more than 100 percent during the 
>ast 25 years they can buy only 
lalf as much and so again there 
s a large reduction in employment. 
Old machinery must last longer. 
It is pertinent to note in this con- 
nection that the price to the con- 
iumer of factory products is gen- 
rally raised 53 for every $1 raise 
n the cost to the factory. 
A neighboring state recently 
mssed a law giving 60 percent of 
lie barbers the right to fix the 
trade prices. They then raised the 
>rices about 60 percent above 
.hose that many were charging. 
The result is that more men are 
shaving- themselves and shop hair- 
cuts are less frequent. Now some 
of those barbers are out of a job. 
Is it better then that wages 
should be high and production and 
business retarded so that 75 per- 
cent of the workers shall have 
more, and 25 percent go in want? 
Or would it be better for all to

BALANCING OE BUDGET 


Secretary Sees Emergency 


Ended; Hint! at Tax 


Revision. 


NEW YORK. Ufl. Opposing a 


revival of "pump priming" as un- 
necessary. Secretary Morgenthau 
pledged the Roosevelt administra- 
tion Wednesday night "to balance 
the budget thru cutting expendi- 
tures." 


In what appeared to' be an ef- 


fort to encourage business to pull 
itself out of Its current slump, the 
treasury secretary hinted that tax 
"defects" would b« remedied. 
He advocated 
balancing 
the 
budget by a 695 million dollar re- 
duction in next year's federal ex- 
penditures. Specifically, he called 
for less spending on relief, high- 
ways, public works and agricul- 
ture—apparently striking a blow 
at some of the farm aid proposals 
slated for consideration at the spe- 
cial session of congress next week. 
In addition Morgenthau advo- 
cated broadening the base of the 
income tax structure, so that more 
persons would pay »uch levies, and 
suggested abolition of some con- 
sumer taxes, sometimes called 
nuisances levie*. 


Comparing 
present conditions 
with those of four year* ago, the 
administration's fiscal spokesman 
•aid: 
"We deliberately used an un- 
balanced federal budget during the 
past four years to neet a great 
emergency. That policy has suc- 
ceeded. The emergency that we 
faced In 1933 no longer exists." 
He disputed the contentions ol 
•ome persons "that another great 
spending program 1* desirable to 
ward off the risk of another busi- 
ness depression." 


Situation Changed.' 


"I claim," he went on, "no 
prophetic insight into the future. 
But I hava reached the firm con- 
viction that the domestic problems 
which face us today are essentially 
different from those which faced 
us four year* ago. Many measures 
are required for their solution. One 
of these measures, but only one, In 
the present juncture, is a deter- 
mined movement toward a bal- 
anced budget." 
Asserting that 1937'* business 
activity1 ha* been of "a healthy 
character" and unmarred by the 
usual symptoms of "an unhealthy 
boom," he said, "we have not 
reached the stage of full employ- 
ment of our productive resources." 
"On the contrary," he said, 
"from all these standpoints, con- 
ditions are favorable for a contin- 
ued Increase In the level of busi- 
ness activity." 
At another point the cabinet of- 
ficer declared "the basic need to- 
day is to foster the full applica- 
tion of the driving force of pri- 
vate capital." 
To the farmer* he extended the 
caution that "no agricultural prb- 
fgram can long 
endure 
which 


j makes excessive demands upon the 
I federal treasury, or is unfair to 
f consumers." 
Morgenthau introduced his dis- 
cussion of methods of equalizing 
the tax burden with the statement 
that "our tax revenues come 
largely from individual earnings 
and business profits. We do not 
wish to impose levies which tend 
to dry up these sources of tax 
revenue." 
"The laws should bs so written 
and administered that the 
tax- 
payer can continue to make a 
reasonable profit with a minimum 
of Interference from his own fed- 
eral government," he continued. 
"The amount of our income tax 
revenue Is only abput half our 
internal revenue. Less than three 
million people out of our total 
population pay individual federal 
income taxes.

Once she 
does disown them she never be- 
comes a good mother. 
Let hef 
rain the vision thru feeding them 
and she fights for her young. 
One of my first cases was a

young unmarried 
mothei 
who was mentally- incompetent 
Her mother wa» incompetent and 
ndifferent. Her father was a well 
known and respected banker of 
wonderful character, but separated 
from the mother. 1 entered the 
case when the baby was near 
death. The young mother had re- 
~uaed to nurse or nee the baby. 
The 
grandmother 
was 
trying 
aecretly to find a way to dispose 
ot the baby, dead or alive I be- 
ieve, due to the doctor failing to 
do his duty, and threatening ex- 
posure if hush money wasn't 
forthcoming; goaded to the point 
of desperation. 
Persecution or prosecution were 
out of the question. The baby's 
life and the sanity of mother and 
grandmother seemed of major im- 
portance. Mother's milk seemed 
iccessary, therefore mother's milk 
was forthcoming. 
Kindness be- 
came the portion of the mother 
and grandmother. Pitiful patience 
with their failures. 
The agree- 
ment was for a few days until the 
baby survived. When the baby re- 
covered she refused to adopt it 
out, and all alone, brought the, 
Tather to justice in this wise'.

I hesitated because 
there i^none among iis less quali- 
fied than myself to interpret the 
sentiments of veterans on. this Ar- 
mistice day. And it is no affection 
of modesty, for me to frankly say 
that any interpretation of mine, 
would be inadequate as to them, 
and therefore, unjust to you. 


"But you may patiently indulge 


me to voice the hope that your 
son, nor your grandson; shall never 
be led away to an offensive war, 
by the persuading tongue of the 
professional propagandist. 


"You know and I know that for 


a small few, the business of war 
is a money making business.. And, 
that the business has a curious 
code of ethics. It is a code which 
condemns the bombing of the help- 
less, while it tries to build the big- 
gest bombers. 
American marines 


who landed on 
the 
Nicaraguan 


coast 
encountered this strange 


code, when the'y discovered that 
the hand grenades thrown at" them 
bore the trademark of an Ameri- 
can manufacturer. English colonial 
troops 
once 
charged 
against 


barbed wire that had been made 
in England. And on the same day, 
German troops charged against 
barbed wire that had been made 
in Germany.

"Today there is no organized 


war business in the United States 
with sufficient influence, unaided 
from the outside, to create a war 
spirit that would lead this nation 
into the quarrels of others. But 
there will be more wars. Of this 
we are certain, because the Master 
said there'would be wars, and ru- 
mors of wars, even unto the end 
of the world. 


Hits Propagandist. 


"When next it comes, if it in- 


volves powerful governments, they 
will, as always, employ the art of 
the propagandist to gain the favor 
of neutrals, and nowhere is a field 
more fruitful than America. For 
ours is a sympathetic people. The 
milk of human' kindness flows here 
more freely than the cynic thinks. 
It flows generously in drouth, and 
in flood and famine. 
Shakespeare 


felt the warmth in humon hearts 
when he "had lovely Portia say:

strained.' When he is in trouble, 
we are our brother's keeper. 


"And out of all this they sense 


the need of a definite American 
foreign policy. A policy of disin- 
terest in the quarrels of the world. 
A policy based upon the philoso- 
phy expressed by the immortal 
Washington in these simple words: 
'Why quit our own ground?' 


"But this policy implies a pre- 
paredness. A navy adequate for 
the coast line: a small, highly mo- 
bile land forc6; 
an 
air 
service 


adequate to repel them who can 
rain down steel and poison, from 
the clouds. These 
policies, plus 


our isolation, and an understand- 


of the motive* and tJts* works 


of the propagandist, 
just 
these 


things, will insure the future of 
those of whom you are now think- 
ing.

New Constitution Ends Leg- 


islature in Largest Nation 


of South America. 


RIO DE JANEIRO (ffJ Fresi 
dent Getulio Vargas Wednesday 
assumed 
dictatorial 
powers 
to 
rule Brazil for an indefinite pe- 
riod toy a coup in which he dis- 
solved all legislative bodies and 
proclaimed a new constitution 
with corporative features 
The new constitution was put 
into effect immediately by a pres- 
idential decree at the same time 
Vargas issued a manifesto declar- 
ing the new regime would suspend 
payment of all government debts 
abroad 
The president, who thus took a 
stronger grip on the nation which 
he has -ruled largely by decree 
since 1935, declared that the swift 
move was caused by fear of armed 
revolution 
It was believed the 
army gave its full support to the 
president's move 
The foreign relations ministry 
declared Vargas* coup was purely

Secy. Pel kins said that when 
committees again hold hearings on 
the measure, she would propose 
&ome changes. She would prefer to 
hav the legislation administered by 
the labor department. The present 
bill wojld set up a new five man 
boai a empowered to fix a maxi- 
mum work week of not less than 
40 hours and a minimum wage of 
not more than 40 cents an hour. 


Much of the criticism directed at 
the measure has been based on the 
contention that the proposed inde- 
pendent board would have auto- 
cratic powers. 


Representative Keller, (d., 111.), 
one of the staunchest backers of 
the bill, said he favored its recon- 
sideration by the labor committee. 
"I'm afiaid that if we pass a 
genei al bill," he said, "the diffi- 
culty of enforcement will be so 
great as to endanger the whole 
ideal " 


Keller predicted the rules com- 


mittee would be asked to let a bill 
go to tile floor after revisions in 
the labor committee. If that agiee- 
ment is not obtained, he said, an 
effort will De made' to force the 
present bill to the floor by a peti- 
tion. 


DOHERTY CALLS FOR 


ENTHRONING PEACE 


Says It Would Be Best 


Tribute to the Memory of 


World War Soldiers. 


WASHINGTON. UP). Daniel J. 
Doherty, national commander of 
the American Legion, called for 
"the enthronement of an enduring 
peace" as the best tribute to the 
memory of American soldiers who 
died in the World war. 


Speaking- in Armistice day serv- 
ices at the tomb of the unknown 
soldier In Arlington national ceme- 
tery, Doherty said: "Each new an- 
niversary but brings to use more 
vividly the realization of the fu- 
tility of war. 


"We can pay no greater honor 
to our departed and to our dis- 
abled comrades than to bring- to 
attainment the ideals for which 
they fought, suffered and died. 
"It is our sacred obligation to 
carry on their fight to protect the 
peace and security of America." 
To that end, Doherty said, the 


American Legion asks for removal 
of the profit motive from war, an 
adequate national defense, and "a 
proper policy of neutrality." 


Louis Johnson, assistant secre- 
tary of war said the United States 
hopes to rpmain at peace but will 
be ready if it is called upon to de- 
fend itself against a foreign foe. 
Johnson said it was to be deplored 
that other nations have not shared 
the despite of the United States 
for peace

good the rfiorts of the man at the

Thursday, 
disrupting tele- 


phone and power service. The in- 
tensity of the storm increased in 
the afternoon.

rooted and houses were unroofed. 
Communications with the United 
States were disrupted four hours 
and there was no assurance they 
again would not be stopped. 


It was not possible to commu- 
nicate with inland points on the 
island. Most of Manila was with-

electricity. 
Streets

flooded and damage was heavy. 
Shipping was disrupted but one 


good report came from' the sea. 
It was a report that the S. S. Ken- 
ilworth, British steamer, appar- 
ently was riding out the storm. 


Earlier the Globe wireless oper- 
ator here picked up an SOS from 
the Kenilworth which 
indicated 
she was around one mile south of 
Penandungan point and that as- 
sistance waa needed. 


As night 
fell 
the darkened 
streets were deserted. 
Automo- 


biles, their motors swamped, were 
stranded. 
Branches 
and other 
debris littered the streets. 


At 7 p. m. the intensity of the 
gale seemed to be subsiding a bit, 
temporarily at least. 
But high 


winds raked the city and torren- 
tial rains continued spasmodically. 


DUBLIN CASTLEJS BOMBED

(UP). A land mine exploded at 
Dublin castle Thursday destroying 
the royal coat of arms over the 
doorway of an annex. Authorities 
suspected a plot to blow up the 
entire castle had originated after 
a public meeting which protested

shattered and shopfronts damaged 
in a radius a quarter of a mile 
around the ancient 
castle.

building formerly was police head- 
quarters.

More than $900,000,000 of fed- 
eral funds went out to farmers 
this year, he said, and demands 
for still larger aums already are 
being made for next year.

genthau added: "Balancing the 
budget is as much In the interest 
of farmers as in the interest of 
other parts of our population; and 
it requires the co-operation of the 
farmer as well as of other sections 
of the public."

As a reminder of the "first" 


armistice 
day a 
Lincoln 
man 


resurrected from his box of an- 
tiques a copy of an extra edition 
newspaper, dated Nov. 7, 1918. 
Across the entire page in large 
type, under a Paris date line, was 
spread, "War ended at 2 o'clock." 
Lincoln and Havclock as\d other 
suburban towns joined in a great 
impromptu celebration, with an 
improvised parade, and other cities 
thruout the country did the same. 
Doubt arose later as to the au- 
thenticity of the flash over the 
cable from Paris. No one was able 
to deny or affirm the report for 
the reason, It turned out later that 
the time set aside for the use of 
the cable by the press association 
had expired and the cable was in 
use for other purposes for several 
hours. As.related since, the sign- 
ing of the armistice had been set 
for the time stated, the German 
delegation had been transported in 
a railway car 
to a 
designated 


place in France, but discovered 
that they did not have the neces- 
sary authority and to obtain fur- 
ther authority a delay of several 
days occurred, until the armistice 
was finally signed, Nov. 11.

RECENTLY I told you about th« 


upper part of th« alimentary canal, 
th» digestive tract. Today let me 
tell you more about thl* important 
passageway, with particular refer- 
ence to it* lower portion, 


Thi* part of the canal, about 2S 


feet in length, i* hou**a in th* ab- 
dominal cavity. It *erve* to con- 
vert Uu digutibl* part* of our 
food* into fluid*; ultimately these 
at* carried by th* blood and lymph 
to all th* different part* at the 
body. 
Not only mu»t we have food*, 
but it i* esiential that they be pre- 
pared lor the use of the body. Then 
they are used for fuel and building 
material by all the minute cell* of 
the human mechanism. 
What 1* 
left after this process i* indigesti- 
ble, and remain* in th* canal to be 
excreted as'waste material. 
Recently a writer referred to the 
alimentary canal a* a factory. He 
pointed out that the raw material 
i* taken in at one end and run 
through this great tubular factory 
where it is converted into usable 
food. It is an establishment th^t 
i* constantly at work, and, even 
while we sleep, it performs its im- 
portant tasks. 


How It Work* 


JUthough th* factory work* all 


the time. It does not work always 
at the »am* rate. Since it takes a 
day and a half to handle a full 
meal, it'will be seen why the dlgea- 
Uv* process is continuous and must 
occasionally be ipeeded up to take 
care of all the material we con- 
sum*. 
When the food mus leave* tit 
•tomach to pau into the intestine, 
certain chemicals or "enzymes" are 
supplied to make the foods abiorb- 
able by the blood and tissues. For 
example, the pancreas and the liver 
furnish more than a pint of chemi- 
cal fluid daily. 
In addition to this chemical aid, 


the coat of the intestine 1* provided 
with muscle* to promote thi* pa»- 
•ag* of th* material. By the ac- 
tion of these muscle* th* intestine* 
aot rhythmically, not unlike the 
movements of a worm. Theie so- 
called "peristaltic wave*" push the 
food material along. Contraction* 
of certain muscles churn the food 
and break it up into small particle*. 


Absorption Occur* 


After th* food has pu**d from 
the small intestine to th* large In- 
testine and ha* been churned and 
thoroughly mixed with enzymes 
and chemicals, absorption of all 
nutrltiv* substance* is possible and 
actually occurs. When the remain- 
ing mas* reaches the lowest por- 
tion of the Intestinal tract, nothing 
is left but material of no value to 
the body. Most of the waste ma- 
terial 1* expelled through the rec- 
tum. 
Some unwanted aubstance* 
ar* also passed through the kid- 
ney* and expelled with the urine. 


Like all other portion* of the 
body, the lower alimentary canal 
i* aubject to infections, inflamma- 
tion and certain dileue*. Colitis, 
constipation and other common dis- 
orders are th* result of neglect and 
failure to observe proper care pf 
the alimentary canal. Disorders of 
thl* vital part of th* body should 
receive Immediate medical care.

Ideas on Cleaning 
Floors, Furnishings

HERE ARE some more cleaning 


and laundering hints designed to 
make the housekeeping task easier. 
Many of these hints have b«*n 
passed on by kind readers who 
want to share their discoveries 
with their sisters. 
One housewife tells 
us that 


empty flour and sugar sacks come 
in mighty handy for household odds 
and ends. 
After the container* 
ar« thoroughly washed and boiled 
to remove all traces ef Unt and 
printed matter, she use* them as 
cleanlnc cloth*. Tied over a broom, 
they are grand for «weeplng down 
walls and ceilings and for dusting 
lardwood floors. 
For washing any kind at floor 
•urface or covering, the most im- 
portant agent 1* plenty of clean 
suds. The water should be changed 
and the soap replenished the mo- 
ment the suds take on that flat, 
grayish look. First, make sure that 
;he mop used is really clean. Wring 
t out of the suds and swab only 
small area at a time. Then 


squeeze the mop tightly out of clear 
water, go over the surface a sec- 
ond time and the floor will be al- 
most dry. A self-wringing mop or 
a mop wringer will help to conserve 
snergy and time. Keep the water 
:epid when washing linoleum-cov- 
ered floors or wooden floors that 
lave been varnished or waxed. Hot 
water 1* preferable for uncoated 
wood or tiled floors. 


Cleaning Furnishings 


Much can be done at home to 


freshen up furnishings past their 
prime. 
Of course, if upholstered 


pieces are very grimy and soiled, 
t will pay to send them away. But, 
unless they have been too long neg- 
.ected, they can be made to look 
.Ike new if mild soap is applied in 
:he form of a soap jelly or a thick 
tepid lather. Remove the suds 
with a damp cloth and mop the 
surface dry with more clean cloths 
before the moisture soaks through. 


Wooden pieces that look worn 


can often be rejuvenated by a thor- 
ough soapy scrubbing and a coat 
of washable paint. Whatever tasks 
await us, they can always be made 
easier by using one's head to cre- 
ate and maintain a system. Thus, 
f upholstered pieces are gone over 
every, so often, a set at a time, 
Jiere should be no need for hard 
work or a big dry cleaning bill, 


Some housewive* get grand re- 
sults with the room-a-day method 
of cleaning, while others swear by 
;he thorough weekly going-over of 
:he whole house. In either case, 


plan is flexible enough to allow 
tor those unexpected happenings 
Jiat occur in every home. All good 
lousewlves agree that keeping- 
Jiings clean is far easier than the 
inevitable pay-off that is faced 
when house furnishings become 
seedy through too much neglect.

which there should be uniformity.

states, and the only method to 
obtain uniformity Is by conference 
and agreement. 


One of these subjects, which Is 
causing the greatest confusion, is 
that of the laws of marriage and 
divorce. 


The confusion has been made 
more serious by the recent Illinois 
law requiring a physician's cer- 
tificate of health for persons who 
are about to marry.

claims he forged a material signa- 
ture with intent to defraud the 
government and Frank Muleski or 
either of them. The order was for 
58 21 and was cashed here on the 
following day altho Mr Muleski 
testified that he placed it m an 
envelope addiessed to a nephew 
in St Joseph and dropped it in a 
receptacle at the postoffice 
The 
trial started Monday 
Judge Munger instructed for de- 
fendant on the second count of the 
indictment, charging that defend- 
ant uttered and published the or- 
der, the court holding that the 
government failed to substantiate 
some of the allegations 
Atty 
Hawxby said he was glad to see 
this 
count 
dismissed 
since 
it 
brought the limelight on, the prin- 
cipal charge 


Refers to Sympathy. 
"If you acquit this man you are 
doing it out of sympathy," said the 
U S attorney, and not on the 
evidence"

dropped in the postoffice mail box 
no one could have recovered it but 
someone in the office.

—adequate national defense, tak- 
ing the profit out of war and strict 
neutrality toward foreign conflict*,

the endorsement of moat 


Americana. 
"The year* hav« proved the Im- 
possibility of reaching and main- 
taining an agreement among all 
the nation! to disarm, or even to 
achieve a practical reduction in 
armaments," he said. "The course 
of history, since the great war to 
end wars, has been directly to the 
contrary. Or own nation took the 
lead, to achieve this laudable ob- 
jective In the past 19 years, dis- 
armament conference has followed 
disarmament conference and with 
what result? Th« history of the 
past 19 years Is littered with 
broken agreements or others that 
came to an inglonoua end at the 
earliest convenience of their sig- 
natories These and other lessons 
which we may learn from the past 
teach us the tragic truth that any 
nation which disarms while other 
nations pursue the opposite courae 
renders itself invitingly vulnerable 
to attack. Such a disarmament 
policy not only fails to make war 
unlikely, it actually invites and 
causes such war. 
"There are those who say the 
existence of an adequate national 
defense in itself suggests and pro- 
vokes war 
Does anybody claim 
that the existence of a police force 
creates crime or that the existence 
of a.fire department causes fires' 
I believe that, by the same token, 
we can say that the existence of 
an army rather than causing war 
can be, as I have said, a. means 
of averting war"

NEW CORNELL CODE 


OF ATHLETICS BANS 


Policy Permits Scholarship 


and Financial Aid But 


in Open Manner. 


FROWNS ON RECRUITING 


BY ALAN COULD. 


ITHACA, N. 
Y. UP). Cornell 


university made public its adop- 
tion of a code of athletic eligibil- 
ity designed 
to 
maintain 
long 


standing barriers against football 
subsidizing and recruiting with- 
out, at the same time, imposing 
arbitrary restrictions upon schol- 
arship or financial aid to under- 
graduates. 


Adopted with "a view to keep- 


ing the spirit and association of 
professionalism 
out 
of 
college 


sports without the unreasonable 
hampering of them by the mere 
letter of rules," the code provides 
for unqualified university control 
of all student aid, direct or indi- 
rect; bars socalled "transfer stu- 
dents" 
from 
all 
intercollegiate 


competition, and frowns upon prep 
school proselyting. 


Big Three Agreement. 


The code, already approved by 


President Ezra Day and effective 
Dec. 
1, 1937, substantially dupli- 


cates the socalfed "triple agree- 
ment" under which Harvard, Yale 
and Princeton operate in the con- 
duct of athletics. Its adoption by 
Cornell is interpreted as another 
step in the objective of eastern 
"Ivy league" universities to stand- 
ardize principles as well as prac- 
tices. 


Thus the code specifically limits 


the football 
schedule 
to 
eight 


games, bars postseason 
contests 


"for the purpose of settling sec- 
tional or other championships or 
involving 
long 
and 
expensive 


trips," and sets forth that ath- 
letic schedules shall be made, so 
far aa possible, "only with teams 
representing institutions 
employ- 


ing similar standards of eligibil- 
ity and similar training methods." 


Lynah, prefacing his announce- 


ment with specific reference to the 
^big three" and their code, said: 
"Regardless of gossip, insinuation, 
an innuendo. I know that these 
colleges are making an honest and 
sincere effort to control properly 
the matter of financial aid to stu- 
dents participating in' athletics . . . 
by requiring all 
candidates 
for 


competition in any sport to dis- 
close full information as to the 
amount and sources of financial 
aid, the whole matter is brought 
fully into the open, most certainly 
removes the motives for conceal- 
ment of such aid on the part of 
the students;'and dignifies the po- 
sition of one receiving such aid 
instead of demeaning it." 


The code (1) bars any athlete 


who hai received any pecuniary 
reward or its equivalent by reason 
of any connection with athletics, 
as player, coach or teacher; (2) 
bans financial aid from sources 
other than those on which a stu- 
dent "is naturally dependent," un- 
less the board of athletic policy 
approves otherwise; and (3) lim- 
its participation in summer base- 
ball or summer camp work to 
cases approved in advance by the 
board.

SCOUT PRAISES SCARLET 


PITTSBURGH. (UP). The Ne- 
braska Cornhuskers come to town 
Saturday, the eighth team to try 
to upset the Pitt Panthers cut-up 
on the gridiron at Pitt stadium. 
All ticket agencies have been 
sold out for days. The rush for 
tickets started the week after Ne- 
b r a a k a 
defeated 
Minnesota's 
Gophers, 14 to 9. The normal seat- 
ing1 capacity Is 62,000, but tem- 
porary, bleachers are being1 con- 
structed along the cinderpath that 
circles the playing field. 
The attendance is expected to go 
to 73,000 to exceed the 70,060 fans 
at last year's Notre Dame-Pitt 
game here when the Panthers wal- 
loped the Irish 26-0. More than 
25.000 applications for tickets had 
to be refused, school officials said. 
The largest attendance at Pitt was 
at the 1930 game when the Irish 
brought one of their greatest 
teams here a»d defeated the Pan- 
thers, 35 to 19. That yeai» 74,247 
persons jammed the stadium. 
Both Pitt and. Nebraska are 
rated among the nation's best de- 
spite their seasons being marred 
by tie games. Pitt was tied once 
by the strong Fordham eleven, 0-0, 
while N ebraska was held to a 
scoreless deadlock by Oklahoma 
and 13-13 by Kansas university 
last week. 


Hushers Rate High. 


The Pitt players, however, are 
being told by the coaching staff 
that Nebraska is a good team, a 
team that has proven it can come 
from behind and has taken ad- 
vantage of every opportunity and 
break in their games. 
Harold "Josh" Williams, Pitt 
backfield coach, has watched the 
Comhuskers in five games. 
He 
says Nebraska is a smart team. 
"They bide their time and when 
the chance comes, they make the 
most of it," Williams reported. 


"Nebraska's new coach, Biff 
Jones, opened the season without 
knowing niuch about his team," 
Williams said, "and consequently 
he started with the idea of build- 
ing for the future. 
"He has used two and three 
teams each game, and conse- 
quently hasn't run up big scores. 
Only one touchdown has been 
scored against the first team," ac- 
cording to Williams. In six games, 
Nebraska has scored 61 point* to 
Its opponents 29. 


Panthers Big Scorers. 


A look at the Panthers' record 
shows them to be much stronger 
on the offense. The Panthers have 
chalked up 152 points in seven 
games, (none against Fordham) 
while their opponents have scored 
three touchdowns, all on forward 
passes. 
The game should develop into a 
battle of lines and the question 
which might give the results of 
the game is: "Which line will open 
up first?" Pitt, however, has "two 
lines," one possibly as good as the 
other. 


Nebraska and Pitt have met on 
the gridiron 11 times. Only once, 
in 1921, could Nebraska win. Since

Four of »the Gopher 
touchdowns on Iowa, were made 
off forwards or laterals and the 
'ifth, achieved on a power drive of 
14 yards, was preceded by a for- 
ward pass. The pass game was 
important to Minnesota's success 


over the part four 8«a*0fii but it is 
typical of the Vikings, that they 
do not establish ~ their open plays 
early in any campaign. Minnesota 
could not make its laterals go 
against Indiana or Michigan and 
attempted 
them 
infrequently 
against Notre Dame, altho one, 
combined with a forward, scored 
against the Irish. 
It took Gmitro to finally make 
the pasaea click. Gmitro, as nimble 
witted as he is nimble footed, 
never has' been used to the fullest 
extent by Minnesota coaches. As 
a sophomore he made great runs 
against Michigan and as a junior 
had the best ground gaining av- 
erage of any Gopher back. But 
bec&iaUM of his size he always was 
behind Alfonse or Roscoe or some

A Fine BlDcker. 


For a small lad, Gmitro is a 
fine blocker, using finesse to com- 
pensate for his lack of weight, and 
loves the rough work. So long as 
Andy Uram was running at left 
half, Rudy's speed and ball car- 
rying was not so essential to Min- 
nesota's success but when agile 
Andrew wen£ out with a fractured 
wrist, it was necessary to make 
Gmitro a -mail carrier. He carried 
the ball only twice against Notre 
Dame and Minnesota will long re- 
gret that, for Gmitro was the one 
Gopher back with sufficient speed 
to worry that supercharged Irish 
team. It was little Rudy who 
scored two of Minnesota's touch- 
downs against Iowa. 
It is too much to say Minnesota 
would have beaten Nebraska and 
Notre Dame with Gmitro calling 
signals.

"Oh, oh, two million ajid a half 


of government bonds, and we are 
holding" them right in our hands," 
exclaimed a group of youths from 
the Omaha Columbia hig'h school 
as they stood in the burglar proof 
vault of the state treasury in Ne- 
braska's $10,000,000 capitol. The 
group came to Lincoln to make a 
study of the capitol and affairs of 
state. 


H. J. 
Murray, 
deputy state 


treasurer, let the delighted young 
folks fondle the 
bonds and ex- 


plained that the state had invested 
surplus funds in the bonds, that 
the bonds are registered at Wash- 
ington in the name of the state 
and if they were stolen the burglar 
would profit nothing as he could 
not dispose of them. They are of 
denominations of $100,000 and the 
state regularly draws the interest 
averaging 3 percent. If the state 
gets hard pressed for cash it can 
lash these bonds, but the inten- 
tion is to hold them until matur- 
ity.

E<j Westering has just com 
puted the interest on the Massa> 
chusetts bonds, which at 3y2 per- 
cent, yields the state 
$13,085 a 


year. Interest 
on $213,000 due 


semiannually, will be due Jan. 1 
Nebraska will accept payment in 
the devaluated 59 cent dollar of 
the federal government and ask 
no questions. 


The Massachusetts 
gold, bonds 
are now the 
only 
bonds issued 


under authority of another state 
which Nebraska still owns. They 
are really bonds issued by the city 
of Boston for water purposes, bul 
were issued under- a law authoriz- 
ing the state of Massachusetts to 
see that the interest and principal 
is paid, and It has faithfully paid 
interest. 


Nebraska bought the gold bonds 


about the year 1903 and there- 
after at different times. A loud 
howl went up because the inter- 
est rate was low, only 3^ percent. 
Then the state was accustomed to 
buying bonds bearing not less than 
5 percent or more, some being as 
high as 7 percent. The state board, 
F. N. Prout, George W. Marsh, 
Gov. Savage and others, met all 
criticism by 
saying- they 
were 


good as gold" and the pay would 
be forthcoming when due. The in- 
terest rate on the Massachusetts 
bonds compares favorably now 
with other state investments. 


About the time this agitation 


was going on William Jennings 
Bryan of Lincoln, eminent cham- 
pion of free silver coinage, was 
employed as an attorney by Nor- 
ris Humphrey to enjoin the city 
of Lincoln from issuing gold bonds 
to pay for city paving, and Bryan 
won his suit. 


The Massachusetts gold bonds

Says It Alone Oan Integrate 


Legal Practitioners. 


Jesse P. Palmer, Omaha attor- 


ney, filed with the supreme court 
Thursday a brief in support of the 
motion for rehearing*- in the bar 
integration case recently made by 
four other Omaha lawyers. 
Mr. 
Palmer's principal point is that 
the cqurt, which issued an order 
integrating1 the bar and requiring 
all practicing attorneys to join a 
state association and pay dues, is 
without jurisdiction to act in the 
matter, and contending that this 
is a legislative function alone. 
Past legislatures have turned 


down similar p r o p o s a l s . Mr. 
Palmer was a member of the house 
in 1915, and has represented the 
bankers at various sessions. 
Howard Saxton, who was one of 
the quartet asking for a rehear- 
ing, 
has also sent Clerk Turner 
copies of letters he had written 
to G. E. Price of 
Lincoln 
and 
Judge D. W. Livingston of Ne- 
braska City, which contains a 
little different authority and argu- 
ment than in the brief filed in 
support of the rehearing motion. 
In that he argues that the supreme 
court fa not sovereign, and has no 
power not delegated by the people. 
Mr. Saxton says that integration 
is intended to fit the various 
yearnings of all who are dissatis- 
fied with courts and lawyers. If 
the legal profession is to govern 
ita^lf, so should t h e doctors, 
"which would suit them," and they 
would immediately proceed to say 
we shall not have state medicine. 
Next the plumbers, the sheet 
metal worker, the beauticians and 
the brewers will be asking power 
to make their own rules ind regu- 
lations, he adds.
